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CAWS OF THE WEEK. 


NA R. B. N. PHILIPS was heard to say, the other day, that in his belief 

' Manchester was going to the devil. This was after the Bishop had 
carried Mr. Maclure’s motion at the last Town Hall meeting on the 
Infirmary question. 





Since he was told by Mr. Chancellor Christie that members of the 
weekly board who communicated reports of the proceedings to the news- 
papers were guilty of “ breach of faith,” Mr. W. Rayner Wood is a sadder 
and a vizer man. 

Ecclesiastics and ecclesiastically-minded men are a particularly petulant 
people. The Bishop of Manchester as nearly as was possible for so good 
a man lost his temper, the other day, at the Infirmary meeting when he 
called upon the writer of an anonymous letter in a newspaper to lift his 
vizor up, that he might tell him to his face that he was no gentleman. 
This was scarcely a judicious thing for a speaker to do in the opening of 
aspeech which was to introduce a difficult motion. Hither his lordship 
expected that his challenge would be publicly responded to, or he did not. 
If he did not, his lordship was guilty of—well, a little bounce, which was 
scarcely worthy of him. If he did, and the trustee had got up to defend 
himself, there must have been such a shindy as would probably have 
wrecked the meeting. Again on Monday, Mr. E. 8. Heywood, rather 
ecclesiastically inclined, declared in a pet that the weekly board had been 
80 badly used by the outside public that he could not continue a member 
unless he were elected. We commend Mr. Heywood’s sensible resolution, 
though we do not admire his temper. Last of all, Mr. Chancellor Christie, 
the chief legal adviser of the Bishop, accuses fellow-trustees of “‘ impro- 
priety” and “breach of faith” because they take the opportunity of 
informing their 1,500 fellow-members—mostly drones—through the 
medium of the newspapers, respecting the good work of the Busy Bees, 
who hum about the hive every Monday morning. The misfortune of 
losing one’s temper in this way is that one hits wild, and it must have 
been mortifying to Mr. Christie to find from Mr, Rayner Wood’s candid 
confession that it was he and the Bishop he had been pummelling so 
severely in the dark, 

A speaker at the Manchester grocers’ annual soirée, last week, 
remarked that it was a satisfactory thing to know that not a single 
conviction had been obtained against any of the members of that society 
under the Adulteration Act. Now, there are all sorts of ways of inter- 
preting facts, and the one quoted is susceptible of several interpretations, 
as, for instance, it may mean that no members of the grocers’ society 
practice adulteration, or that none of those who do so get found out, or, 
in other words, that the public analyst has not got much to do. The 
mere fact, however, of ‘‘no prosecutions” is doubtless highly satisfactory 
to these immaculate grocers, and we congratulate them accordingly. 





It is scarcely probable that the law ever contemplated such proceedings 
as were taken against a Salford publican last week. Mr. George Lister, 
beerseller, Oldfield Road, had the misfortune to get drunk, whereupon he 
seems, like a sensible man (if an intoxicated person can be called sensible), 
to have gone to bed. The police, however, entered the house, pulled him 
out of bed, and ran him in on a charge of being drunk and incapable. 
Next day the man was fined ten shillings by Sir John Iles Mantell, who, 








however, granted a case for a superior court. There are several difficult 
points involved in this case, one point being whether going to bed drunk 
is a breach of the law, another whether a man may get drunk in his own 
house, a third whether a publican may get drunk on his own premises, 
and so on. If raids are to be made on people in bed by the police too, 
the difficulty presents itself of the great similarity between drowsiness 
and drunkenness. There are also degrees of intoxication, and how can 
it be defined when a man who is between the sheets has reached the stage 
of incapable? Incapable, too, of what? This case, if not very edifying, 
is at least one of considerable interest.

Pity the poor publicans! The following touching appeal was made last 
week by Mr. Candelet at the meeting of the Licensed Victuallers Association ; 

‘*It was shown by the police reports that there was more drunkenness 
in this country after eleven o’clock at night since that was made the closing 
hour than there was before, the reason being that working-men being 
unable to get drink at the public-houses after eleven, went to the political 
and other clubs, which were nothing less than unlicensed drink-shops.” 

It must be a terrible thing for every earnest licensed victualler to reflect 
that there is a large amount of drunkenness existent for which he is not 
responsible, and from which he gets no profit. In the interests of tem- 
perance and religion, the publicans should never rest until they have 
obtained a monopoly of drunkenness. 





A usually grave daily contemporary announces with reference to the 
Bishop of Manchester's late visit to Liverpool that “ it will be instructive 
to learn that the train by which his lordship’s train was delayed was a 
newspaper train.” Unless we credit our contemporary with attempting to 
crack a joke at the Bishop’s expense, we cannot understand the remark 
quoted, as there is no “instruction” inherent in the mere fact of a train 
containing newspapers getting in the way of a train containing a bishop. 
It might have eome within the province of a humorous and satirical 
journal to have tortured the fact into something resembling a witticism ; 
but it is time that the Bishop should look to his ways when even the daily 
papers take to cracking jokes at his expense. 





It is highly necessary that the law should strictly regulate the procedure 
of persons who keep refreshment-houses. This is so obvious that there 
is no need to expatiate on the subject, but it is equally desirable that the 
law should be precise, and not liable to be langhed to scorn. When the 
question arises, for instance, whether a tripe-shop is a refreshment-house, 
the law is not in a very dignified position; when, further, such points are 
insisted on as eating with the fingers and not with the usual knife and 
fork, eating in a standing posture instead of the usual sitting one, the 
legal proceedings dwindle into buffoonery. Such was the aspect of a 
recent case at Leigh, wherein a tripe-seller appealed against an adverse 
decision against him for keeping a refreshment-shop without a license. 
The appeal was unsuccessful, but the lawyers on both sides made consi- 
derable fun out of the poor ricketty statutes on the subject by introducing 
points similar to those mentioned. Surely, in a country in which the 
legislature is avowedly held in respect, such undignified exhibitions might 
be guarded against. 





The presentation to Captain Palin, last week, by his subordinates and 
brother officers, was for many reasons an affecting and interesting cere- 
mony. It came, too, at a not inappropriate season. Every now and then,

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when the police—as all fallible bodies of men must ocoasionally—make a 
blunder, there is a tendency in the public mind to be down on them 
indiscriminately. We do not know of any other body who are subject to 
a similar discipline, or who are kept up to the mark in this way. The 
fact of the presentation alluded to above, with its accompanying ceremony, 
will go far to disabuse the minds of some who may be unduly prejudiced. 
It cannot be otherwise, when the police unite publicly under the auspices 
and approval of the highest civic authorities to do honour to a gentleman 
who has ably commanded them for twenty years. We are glad to learn 
that Captain Palin’s health is improving, and cordially re-echo the wish 
to which he responded with such evident emotion that he may continue 
to serve the city for some time yet, and be permitted hereafter to live 
long amongst us as an esteemed Christian gentleman in honourable 
retirement. 





How the laws of gravitation may be successfully overcome may be learnt 
by a visit to Cooke's Circus almost at any time, but especially this week, 
when the Japanese jugglers are on. These gentlemen, if the term may 
be applied to Japanese, have a balancing trick, or series of tricks, which 
simply defies explanation by any ordinary rules of gymnastics, on a long 
bamboo staff, which swings and bends almost like a whip. One of these 
Asiatics does all manner of extraordinary posturing, while another of the 
troupe sustains the end of the stick on his shoulder. So much at ease 
appears to be the posturing gentleman that no fears for his safety are 
entertained. At the same time the performance is none the less wonder- 
ful and unaccountable, as the centre of gravity must sometimes be dis- 
placed so as to allow of a deviation of at least twenty degrees from the 
perpendicular. Those who care for studies in the marvellous should go 
and see this performance, which is announced as closing on Saturday.

ABOUT A PENNY. 

Tid WONDERFUL tale of our youth about a penny used to carry with 

dA it much instruction. It was about a lad who had a penny given 

him for holding a horse, which youth by assiduous investment, and a long 

course of praiseworthy industry, succeeded in turning that penny into 

thousands of pounds. There were variations to this story, just as there 

are of all tales having a moral purposé. .I believe there are as many 

versions of it as there are explanations of the story of the Creation as given 

in Holy Writ. Perhaps it was a rusty nail which that boy found, which, 

with extraordinary foresight in a youth of tender age, he kept by him until 

such time as some horseman’s nag should require a nail driving into its 

shoe; then the penny and the moral followed, as a matter of course. 

There used to be other versions all tending the same way, but whichever 

way told I used to have a superstitious reverence for that story, not that I 

think it was at all calculated to enlarge my moral being, because, as I 

remember distinctly, I used to look at it in this light—that that youth 

must have been endowed with altogether exceptional abilities for scraping 

up money, which the narrative certainly tended to represent as the best 

of all aims. I did not therefore regard it at all in the light of an example 

to be followed, but rather as an illustration to be wondered at. When I 

grew older I learnt to disbelieve such stories, and to laugh them to scorn. 

No such miraculous boy ever existed, and it is all bosh to tell me any- 

thing about him. The story was very well for children, even though the 
moral may not be a first-rate one. But what child ever cared about the 
moral of a story? That story about Jonah and the whale used to be very 
interesting, and acquired quite a religious tone from the reverence with 
which it used to be told. A penny for your thoughts, my friend. Do you 
really believe that Jonah was swallowed by a whale? Between you and 
me I don’t, or rather, as it is heresy to admit this, let us say that I don't 
care whether he was or not. What good could come to either of us out 
of the circumstance? Let us be content to hear it read in church, and 
think nothing about it. It would be hardly fair to offer the parson a 
penny for his thoughts on the subject, and besides you can get them for 
nothing and keep the penny in your pocket. Of course, he believes the 
story; itis his profession to believe. It would not do, you see, for him 
to get up in the pulpit and say, ‘‘ My brethren, I am now about to tell you 
a remarkable story about a man who was alleged to have been swallowed 
by,” etc.; or suppose he were to say, ‘ My dear friends, I will now tell 
you something very amusing about an ass, which, instead of trotting 
along the road with its master, stopped still and began to hold a long con- 
versation with him—actually talked! It is needless to say that this is 
not a true story, but,” etc. Supposing, I say, that the parson were to 
talk in this way, what should we think of him? Should we not be shocked? 
Of course we should, and should consider him a very abandoned person, 
not because we believe those stories, but because he doesn’t. I, for my 
part, should be very glad to believe that story about the provident small 
boy and the penny. If I did, I could do the same as he did, and having, 
say, 1s. 4d. to start with, should have sixteen times as good a chance as 
the small boy had of making a fortune. I should argue, what boy has 
done boy can do. But the reason that none of us follow his example is 
because we don’t believe the story, and the reason we don’t believe the 
story is that it is so very interesting that it cannot be true. There are 
many stories which, like this one, are too good to be true. What a happy 
thing it would be to“believe in all of them. Then we should be able to 
say to the parson—quietly as we meet him on his way to church—do not 
tell us any more of those old true stories; we know them by heart, and 
believe in them. Give us something new for a change. Surely the truth 
is not exhausted. We want to hear more true stories, so that we may 
believe in them. Then the chances are that that parson would tell us 
some ridiculous story out of his own head, and we should believe in that 
also. If the reader has followed my train of thought so far he will no 
doubt be tired of my rambling manner of philosophising, and therefore I 
will leave off for this time.

TRIANGULAR DUEL AT THE TOWN HALL. 


TA VERY pretty triangular duel signalised the last meeting held, or 
A ever to be held, in the Mayor’s Parlour in what we suppose must 
now be called the old Town Hall. The actors were three of our most 
prominent public men, to whom we owe never-ceasing and abundant 
thanks for the many opportunities of having a shot which they have 
severally and collectively afforded us—the Bishop, the Mayor, and Mr.

Whereupon the Bishop, who all the 
while had probably been fishing about for a text, got up, and after his 
manner immediately blurted out the tenor of this private conversation, 
intimating at the same time that he disagreed with Mr. Mason, and 
thought a municipal endowment of the Refuge would be by no means a 
bad thing, as was natural enough in a Bishop of the Established Church. 
Mr. Mason, also distinctly more suo, at once took up the cudgels on behalf 
of the voluntary principle in charity, and prayed with fervour that the 
institution might be delivered from Episcopal Coddling and Municipal 
Bumbledom. He then left the room, leaving the Mayor, who was in the 
chair, to digest this pill as he best could, and proceeded to discuss the 
question, as our Town Hall familiar informs us, with great animation 
with the Bishop upon the stairs. The third actor left alone on the scene 
now waxed exceedingly valiant in fight. He swore by Such and by So, 
if it were not for This and for That, he would have stopped Mr. Mason 
on the spot, or have resorted to other dreadful proceedings. Readers of 
Marryatt’s novel of Midshipman Easy will remember the famous trian- 
gular duel scene, in which by the clever arrangement of his second, while 
two parties to the triangle delivered their fire at each other, the hero was 
enabled to take a deliberate squint at the posteriors of both. The 
Mayor imitated this masterly disposition, and delivered his parting kicks 
with vigour while Bishop and Liberationist were leisurely and lovingly 
walking downstairs. 





MR. HARDCASTLE, M.P., APOLOGISES. 


HE apologetic frame of mind under which the Tories labour is 
instanced almost daily in their utterances. This is a curious pheno- 
menon, apart altogether from political feeling. One would have thought 
that a great political organisation like Conservatism would have had 
plenty of solid justification to proffer for its existence. Instead of that, 
every Tory speaker or writer figures as an apologist. Mr. Hardcastle, 
M.P., furnishes the latest instance. Speaking at Heywood, on Monday, 
he had nothing to say for Lord Beaconsfield apparently, except that he 
had been charged with being once a Radical. This charge, Mr. Hardcastle 
admitted, was true, but then Lord Beaconsfield had no reason to be 
ashamed of the opinions of young Mr. Disraeli, because the opinions 
which were formerly called Radical were now those of good Conservatives. | 
In speaking thus, Mr. Hardcastle’s conscientious intention is doubtless to 
serve his political chief, but he unconsciously convicts Mr. Disraeli of 
treachery to his party. The very essence of Conservatism is to oppose 
Radical measures. The tendency of all Radical opinions is in time to 
bear fruit in good Conservative measures. The ballot is now as good a 
Conservative institution as trial by jury, yet when Mr. Disraeli opposed it 
he was a good Conservative. It was only when he was in favour of it 
that he was a Radical. It is part of the constitution that Radical measures 
should become Conservative institutions—that is how the government is 
carried on; but it is no part of the constitution that a Radical should 
become a Cqnservative. The duty of a good Conservative is to oppose 
Radical measures until they become law; the duty of a good Radical is to 
maintain the same measures till they become law. Ifa man deserts the 
measures he advocates before they become law, and for whatever reason 
opposes them, how can he claim to be a consistent politician? or how can 
he claim credit for the success of measures which he has first advocated 
and then opposed? If these are the sort of arguments by which the 
delinquencies of Mr. Hardcastle’s friends are to be defended, his friends 
will turn round on him and beg him to leave them to the mercy of their 
enemies.

Then up spake Mr. W. Rayner Wood :— 

‘He said he had not been aware that there was anything improper in 
a member of the board furnishing reports to the newspapers. He must 
confess that after the Bishop of Manchester had presented, a few weeks 
since, the memorial which he (Mr. Wood) seconded, he and the Bishop 
called at the newspaper offices with a copy of that memorial, which 
appeared next day. If there was anything wrong in doing 80, the Bishop 
and himself were THE CULPRITS—(laughter)—and he begged to 
apologise, (Laughter.)” 

Yes, I can imagine the two eminent penny-a-liners going ‘round to the 
different editors—Mr. Wood interviewing the editor with his “ flimsies,” 
while the Bishop besieged the cashier's office with the bill, or waited 
patiently in the capacity of the “ friend round the corner” till his partner 
had closed his interview. I wonder if, after the manner of some other 
liners, they had their lineage accounts out in gins ot, or liquidated them 
in some other form. Possibly they may have clubbed the money, and by 
the friendly aid of Dr. Reed have founded a trusteeship cheap—say at 








half-price—for the Cathedral verger. Now that the cat is out of the bag 
we can understand why the Bishop should use hot and strong languags 
in his public addresses.

What 
a capital thing in lineage it would have been for the junior partner if the 
trustee against whom the senior was so indignant had really got upon the 
platform with his vizor up, and bearded the Bishop on his own ground, 
It would have been splendid, but more profitable to the penny-a-liners 
liners than edifying to the Infirmary trustees; and on the whole it was 
perhaps injudicious on the part of a bishop, even in the interests of, 
penny-a-lining firm, however eminent, to have perilled the resolution he 
held in his hand by challenging a scene, for of course there would have 
been a terrible row if the vizor had actually been raised on the spot, and 
had revealed the face of Mr. Councillor Then might we have seen 
on the newspaper bills next morning lines such as these :— 


THE BISHOP OF MANCHESTER AND THE MAN IN THE MASK! 
THE SECRET ASSASSIN WITH HIS VIZOR UP! 
Fearful Hand-to-Hand Encounter between a Bishop and the 
Anonymous Trustee ! 

But stop! after all, the ramifications of the “plant” may have been much 
deeper. Since Mr. W. Rayner Wood and the Bishop have been Tux 
Cuupnits in regard to the reports, may not one of them also have supplied 
the provender for the other’s wrath as an anonymous letter-writer? Oh, 
fie, Mr. W. Rayner Wood! Proh pudor, my Lord Bishop! Meanwhile, 
here is your address card, supplied at a penny a copy.

OLD ENGLISH BALLADS.—No. XII. 


HE present verses refer to an incident in the history of Manchester 
which is long since forgotten. Nevertheless it is peculiarly interesting 
as showing the deep affection with which the early Christians in this city 
loved one another. It may be mentioned that at the fime it was written 
what was called a “ Mission” was about to be gommenced in this then 
benighted city. The Mission consisted of a large number of religious 
services at various places every day during a certain week. These periodi- 
cal religious movements were peculiar to England and to America, and 
bore different names when undertaken by different parties. Thus, when 
the meetings were promoted by Nonconformists they were called Revival 
Meetings ; but when held under the auspices of the Church of England 
the whole series was called a ‘‘ Mission.” As far as I know there was no 
intrinsic difference between them, but they do not appear to have been 
considered the same thing ut all by most people at that time, a Revival 
being generally accounted sensational and even vulgar, while a Mission 
was eminently respectable and highly genteel. 
Tuer was growling in the city when the mission time was near, 
And the hearts of many Protestants were full of rage and fear; 
The Parishioners’ Committee gave a note of wild dismay, 
And they marshalled all their forces in belligerent array, 
For the citadel was threatened, and the foe was at the gate, 
And a terrible disaster was impending o’er the State ; 
And the Protestant Committee did in every street proclaim 
That their party if defeated all would perish in the flame.

For he was the chief custodian of the great Cathedral gate, 
Which the foe had now invested, and were lying all in wait 
In the hope that Warden Cowie would relieve their ambuscade, 
And give them easy entrance through the post he had betrayed. 


So the Protestants would gladly have deprived him of the keys, 
And they wanted him to ask of them forgiveness on his knees, 
But this Cowie was too stubborn, and for many reasons they 
Found it utterly impossible to take the keys away. 


And the Dean would simply scout them as a rabid pothouse crew, 
Who were utterly unable to distinguish false from true ; 

And he scornfully would say there was no reason for their woes, 
For those really were their friends whom they imagined to be foes. 


But of course this only made them more suspicious than before, 
And their growling and their grumbling soon did swell into a roar 
When he threw the portal open, and to their dismay and grief, 
Admitted young Knox Little, e’en the Ritualistic chief. 


And the cry of ‘‘ Treason! treason |” that resounded over head, 
And re-echoed through the city was enough to wake the dead ; 
And the face of every Protestant with terror then did blench 
As he looked in helpless anger to his champion, Mister French. 


Yet French could manage nothing with this “ traitor” of a Dean, 
Who refused the least attention to his dudgeon and his spleen ; 
Nor could Hornby, nor could Bardsley, ever manage to eject 
Knox Little from his vantage ground as missioner-elect. 


Then they interviewed the wardens who were equally dismayed, 
And also seemed to think that they by Cowie were betrayed; (move, 
They would like to have done something, but they found they couldn't 
As, with sorrow to the Protestants, they were compelled to prove. 


So the Dean and Little triumphed, but you'll be surprised to know 
That the State and its foundations did not crumble at the blow; 
And that ‘spite of all the bother that the Protestants had made, 

It soon was found to be a very silly part they played. 





THE BISHOP’S “FAMILIAR.” 


‘AIN has Bishop Fraser been angling in very shallow waters. In 
the course of a sermon about the mission, on Sunday last, he was 
moved, for want of anything better to say, to refer to some of his own 
previous proceedings elsewhere. He had been talking at Liverpool about 
some cocoa-rooms for sailors, and he was glad to notice that the affair 
was not, as he had been told, to be made a purely religious one. He did 
not think that sailors would care about cocoa if they were obliged to take 
along with it a religious service, and so on, which was all very wéll, 
though the Bishop need not have written to the papers to correct a very 
obvious misconception of his own words. After that the Bishop made 
observations to the following effect, according to a newspaper report :— 
“He did not think the directors of the rooms he referred to would 
engage an attractive, chattering, flirting young barmaid, who would let 
any idle loose fellow say what he liked to her. That sort of thing drew, 
as he was quite aware; but he did not think they would do that. Every- 
thing that was done or said would be of a kindly, generous, and Christian 
nature,” etc. 
Now, how can the Bishop know that a barmaid of the kind he describes 
“draws,” as he elegantly terms it, either in Manchester or elsewhere ? 
It is possible that before the Bishop took orders, which is a good while 
g0, euch @ state of things may have existed, but we cannot believe it ; 
nor, indeed, could the Bishop’s remarks on the subject be thus satisfac- 
torily accounted for. It is most probable that in making this extraordinary 
statement the Bishop has spoken under the inspitation of that ‘“ some- 
body” who “ told him,” for instance, about the “ harpies” at London 


Road station, the photographs at the Prince’s Theatre, and so on. This 
person seems, judging from the revelations of his character which we get 
from time to time, to be of a singularly cynical nature, or even to be 
occasionally given to hoaxing. This latest inspiration of his surpasses 
everything that has yet come from him. He seems to have found out 
lately that he can persuade that innocent Bishop into any absurdity ; and 
now, accordingly, we learn that a chattering, flirting young barmaid, who 
lets men talk loosely to her, ‘ draws.” My Lord Bishop, we are of the 
world worldly, and we don’t believe it. You may take our word for it 
that the world is not half as black as it is painted by that tiresome 
“ familiar ” of yours—who, by-the-by, must be no better than he should 
be, for he haunts very low places, indeed he does, Probably your 
“ familiar” has, in the course of his very promiscuous “ visitations,” 
found himself in some haunt where a flash barmaid, by reason of her 
flashness showing well against the dirt, is reckoned as a lady; but it is 
not everywhere that fine feathers make fine birds. For the benefit of 
your “ familiar,” who really wants instruction, the Jackdaw asserts that 
flash barmaids who encourage loose language are not, as a rule, considered 
in the light of acquisitions by licensed victuallers, nor are they deemed 
an attraction by the public. One final word in all friendliness. Do not 
have any more to do with that “familiar” of yours; he is only making 
you & laughing-stock. Discard him, my lord, discard him. That is the 
Jackdaw’s advice. 








MANCHESTER CHURCH COMMITTEE. 


HOSE who read a letter of the Bishop's, the other day, in which he 
stated that he knew nothing of the constitution or objects of the 
Manchester Church Committee, will be surprised to learn that Dean Cowie 
is one of its prominent members. From the second annual report, which 
is now before him, the Jackdaw learns this, as well as other interesting 
details. The platform of the Church Committee is gathered to be this— 
that the large number of squabbles and scandals in the Church is mainly 
due to ignorance on the subject of Church doctrine and discipline among 
the laity and (by inference) among the clergy. The objects of the Com- 
mittee are therefore threefold, viz. :— 


1. Counteracting popular error and ignorance on Church matters 
through the medium of the press and by public lectures. 

2. Circulating tracts, leaflets, etc. (by sale and gratuitous distribution), 
on Church principles. 

And ultimately, if funds are provided, 

8. The establishment of (a) a Church repository, ()) a meeting-room 
for all Church societies, and (c) a local Church of England 
weekly newspaper. 

These seem to be admirable objects, and if by them “the disagreement 
of Church parties, the alienation of clergy and laity (where such does 
exist), and bitterness and strife generally attendant on the discussion of 
ecclesiastical questions,” mentioned in the report, can be alleviated or 
removed, good work will be done. At the same time, some wicked people 
will be apt to call to mind the old story of the company who “ all called 
out silence to maintain tranquility.” Church squabbles may probably 
have a deeper root than any which may be touched by lectures and 
pamphlets, but atthe same time that is no reason for decrying honest 
effort to remove them; and this is the avowed aim of the Church Com- 
mittee. The list of lectures, past and present, is an influential one, 
comprising the names of some of the best speakers and writers of the 
day, and the subjects chosen are as interesting and popular as the objects 
of the Committee will allow them to be. From the financial statement 
appended it will be learnt that the income for the past year from donations, 
subscriptions, etc., has been £127. 6s. 84d., and the expenditure £107.
